1 
The comments were indi¬ 
cations that Trump is look¬ 
ing outside his immediate 
circle as he works toward 


rounding out his Foreign 
policy and national; secu¬ 
rity teams. On Friday, he 
named a loyalist, ret. Gen. 
Michael Flynn, as his nation¬ 
al security adviser. Trump 
told reporters Sunday that 
one of his most loyal and 
public allies, former New 
York Mayor Rudy Giuliani, 
was also a pros pec f for 
secretary of state “and 
other things/’ Giuliani at 
one point hod been con¬ 
sidered for attorney gen¬ 
eral, but Trump gave that 
job to Sen, Jeff Sessions of 
Alabama, 

Romney, the former Mas¬ 
sachusetts governor and 
2012 GGP presidential 
contender, and Trump ex¬ 
changed bitter insults dur¬ 
ing the campaign, and 
Mattis has not been consid¬ 
ered a Trump confidante, 
The appointment of more 
establishment figures could 
offer some reassurance 
to lawmakers and others 
concerned about Trump’s 
hard-line positions on immi¬ 
gration and national secu¬ 
rity and his lack of Foreign 
policy experience, 

Bui even as Trump and his 
team discussed pressing 
issues facing the country 
and how to staff the in¬ 
coming administration, the 
president-elect's TwiFter 
Feed suggested other is¬ 
sues too were on his mind.

Meanwhile, Trump re¬ 
ceived more visitors to his 
golf club in New Jersey Sun¬ 
day. Besides Giuliani, Trump 
met with New Jersey Gov, 
Chris Christie, his Former 
transition chairman who 
was replaced by Pence af¬ 
ter the election. 

Trump’s transition team 
said Former Texas governor 
and GOP presidential rival 
Rick Perry was expected to 
meet with Trump on Mon¬ 
day.

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GOP sweep heightens anxiety for many transgender Americans

NEW YORK (AP) — Anxiety 
is high among many trans¬ 
gender Americans after 
fhe sweeping Republican 
election victory. They fear 
stronger resistance to their 
push for civil-rights protec¬ 
tions, including broader 
access to public restrooms, 
and wonder if their newly 
won right to serve openly 
in the military is in jeopardy. 
Transgender people “are 
concerned for their safety, 
survival and legal rights in 
the coming years/' said 
Chase Slrangio, an attor¬ 
ney with the American Civil 
Liberties Union who often 
works on transgender is¬ 
sues. 

Among the specific con¬ 
cerns: 

— Many transgender peo¬ 
ple expect that Republi¬ 
can President-elect Don¬ 
ald Trump's administration 
will abandon or weaken 
the efforts by President 
Barack Obama’s admin¬ 
istration to enable trans¬ 
gender students to use the 
bathrooms of their choice 
at public schools. Repub¬ 
lican officials in numerous 
sfates have opposed that 
campaign, saying schools 
should not be required 
to let such students use 
bathrooms or locker rooms 
based on their gender 
identity, 

— There ore fears that more 
GOP-governed states will 
approve legislation limiting 
tra ns gender rights and will 
reject proposals to expand 
such rig his. 

— There's uncertainty 
about the Pentagon's re¬ 
cently adopted policy of 
allowing transgender peo¬ 
ple to serve openly in the 
military. Some conserva¬ 
tive groups, including the 
Family Research Council 
and the Center far Military 
Readiness, have suggest¬ 
ed a reversal of the policy. 
So has GOP Rep. Duncan 
Hunter of California, who 
serves on the House Armed 
Services Committee, 

“The question needs to be 
asked: Does this make our 
military more effective and 
mare lethal?" said Hunter's 
chief of staff, Joe Kasper. 
“It's hard to see how," 
Mara Keisling. executive di¬ 
rector of the National Cen¬ 


ter for Transgender Equal¬ 
ity, was cautiously optimis¬ 
tic that the military's new 
policy would survive. 

“I don't know if anything 
will happen, but we’re cer¬ 
tainty alert and ready to 
fight," she said. “Hopefully, 
good, smart people will 
prevail.’’ 

Keisling's organization, for 
example, held o call-in ses¬ 
sion Friday to provide ad¬ 
vice fo Iransgender people 
worried that changing their 
gender designation on 
federal and state identity 
documents might become 
more difficult in the new 
political environment. 

Since his election. Trump 
has not publicly addressed 
transgender issues, though 
he did ease some con¬ 
cerns among gays and 
lesbians by saying that he 
considered same-sex mar¬ 
riage to be settled law. 
Transgender-rights activ¬ 
ists remain wary, depicting 
Vice President-elect Mike 
Pence and some members 
of Trump's transition team 
as hostile to their causes. 
Jennifer Finney Bay Ian, a 
transgender author who 
teaches at Barnard Col¬ 
lege in New York, said in an 
email that she fears con- 
servafives will now seek fo 
’’isolate and marginalize 
transgender people’’ and 
make them feel separated 
from the broader gay rights 
movement. 

On the state level, trans¬ 
gender activists have tak¬ 
en heart that Republican 
North Carolina. Gov. Pat 
McCrary, who incurred 
sharp criticism for signing 
a bill limiting transgender 
people's bathroom ac¬ 
cess, is trailing slightly in stilt- 
incomplete returns. Pros¬ 
pects for repealing the bill 
are uncertain, however, 
given continued GOP con¬ 
trol of the legislature, and o 
similar bill already has been 
introduced in Texas. 
Republican Texas Lt. Gov. 
Dan Patrick, who is presi¬ 
dent of the state Senate, 
listed what he colled o 
’’Women’s Privacy Act" as 
one of his top 10 priorities 
when the legislature recon¬ 
venes in January. 

’’A majority of Texans in 
both political parties and 
in every ethnic and demo¬ 
graphic group believe that 


women and girls should 
have privacy and safety 
in Iheir restrooms, showers 
and locker roams," Patrick 
said. “Unfortunately, legis¬ 
lation is necessary to assure 
that they do." 

Another proposed Texas 
bill would overturn non¬ 
discrimination ordinances 
protecting LGBT people 
at the local level. Dallas, 
Austin and Fart Worth are 
among the cities with such 
protections. 

Shannon Min ter, a trans- 
gender man who is legal 
director of the San Francis¬ 
co-based National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights, said 
many transgender civil- 
rights gains of recent years 
are based on federal stat¬ 
utes and court precedents 
thal cannot be quickly un¬ 
done. □

the new name of North 
America's tallest mountain 
back to Mount McKinley. 
The Obama administra¬ 
tion renamed the Alaska 
peak Denali in a symbolic 
gesture to Alaska Natives 
ahead of the president’s 
visit to the state last year. 
Alaskans long have infor¬ 
mally called the moun¬ 
tain Denali — "the great 
one" in Athabascan. But 
the federal government 
recognized the name in¬ 
voking the 25th president, 
William McKinley, who was 
barn in Ohio and assassi¬ 
nated eaify in his second 


term. McKinley never set 
foal in Alaska, 
fn his twee!. Trump called 
the name switch a "great 
insult to Ohio." 

But if he indeed moves to 
undo it. Trump can expect 
pushback from Alaskans. 
"We wanted that change 
far a long time, and now 
we fin oily hove it, and we 
need to leave it alone," 
said Victor Joseph, presi¬ 
dent of Ton an a Chiefs 
Conference, a consortium 
of 42 Athabascan tribes in 
Interior Alaska. The organi¬ 
zation spent years advo¬ 
cating far whal they con¬ 
sider the 20,310-foot peak's 
original name, 

"It was an insult to the first 
people of this land when 
they took away the name 
and gave it to somebody 
else, 11 Joseph soid. 

It’s unclear at this early 
stage if Trump will lake ac¬ 
tion. Changing the name 
would require a presiden¬ 
tial executive order or an 
act of Congress, according 
to the federal board that 
oversees place names. 

Troy Eid, chairman at the In¬ 
dian Law and Order Com¬ 
mission and a member of 
Trump's transition team, 
said in an email Tuesday 
he was not in a position to 
comment. 

The three Republicans who 
make up Alaska's congres¬ 
sional delegation either 
declined to comment or 
did not respond to requests 
for comment. Sen. Lisa 
Murkowski — who called 
for Trump to leave the Re¬ 
publican ticket after the 
emergence of a record¬ 
ing of Irump making lewd 
comments about women 
— Hong advocated for the 


mountain’s Alaska Native 
name and thanked Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama far 
embracing it. 

Republican Ohio Rep. Bab 
Gibbs slammed the name 
swap as Obama's "consti¬ 
tutional overreach," and 
said he would look at trying 
to prevent it. This week, his 
spokesman Dallas Gerber 
said Gibbs hasn't decided 
what legislation he'll intro¬ 
duce in the next Congress. 
Alaska had a standing re¬ 
quest with the federal gov¬ 
ernment to rename the 
mountain dating to 1975, 
when a state board adopt¬ 
ed the Denati name. 

Ohio Rep. Ralph Regulo 
then began the tradition 
of filing legislation to keep 
the Mount McKinley name. 
Active legislation over the 
years blocked the federal 
U.S. Board on Geographic 
Names from taking up the 
issue. 

The change came about 
when Interior Secretary 
Solly Jewell issued an order 
citing a 1947 law that al¬ 
lows her agency to replace 
names unilaterally when 
the board fails to act within 
o reasonable time. 
Legislation seeking to main¬ 
tain the Denali moniker 
theoretically could again 
stall the process, accord¬ 
ing to Lou Yost, the board's 
executive secretary. 

Added Interior Department 
spokeswoman Amanda 
DeGroff in an email to The 
Associated Press: "It would 
be a mistake to undo 
something that Alaska 
and Alaska Natives have 
wanted for decades and 
the President and the Sec¬ 
retary are proud to have

CHICAGO (AF) — The in¬ 
dictment of a 35-year-old 
disgraced former Repub¬ 
lican congressman jolted 
residents of his central Il¬ 
linois district, shaken by 
prosecutors’ claims trial 
Aaron Schock illegally 
dipped into campaign 
and government coffers to 
subsidize a lavish lifestyle, 
including his Capitol Hill of¬ 
fice done up in Ihe style of 
“Down ton Abbey ."Perhaps 
more stunning was an al¬ 
legation found on page 34 
of ihe charging document: 
Schock's apparent willing¬ 
ness fo pocket thousands 
of constituents' dollars by 
arranging annual Washing¬ 
ton tours combined with 
meet-and-greefs.“l know 
that some people feel very 
hurt, angered and be¬ 
trayed," said Quincy insur¬ 
ance agent Jack Freiburg, 
who attended such an 
event in 2014.State political 
observers say the alleged 
scheme stands out — even 
with Illinois' tong-estab¬ 
lished reputation for cor¬ 
ruption, including a former 
governor's aftempl to sett 
President Barack Obama's 
U.S, Senate seat, House 
rules require excess fees 
from such visits be returned 
to constituents or donated 
to charity, according to 
the indictment, 

“That's a new one on me,” 
said David Melton of Illinois 
Campaign for Political Re¬ 
form, "I have never heard 
of anything quite that au¬ 
dacious.” 

The three-day extravagan¬ 
za attended by Freiburg 
and about 50 others in July 
2014 included bus rides to 
the National Zoo and a re¬ 
ception a! the Japanese 
ambassador's residence, 
Freiburg paid a $785 “Fly- 
in Conference Fee” to 
Schock's office — meant 
to cover meals, transpor¬ 
tation and other hosting 
casts — on tap of $2,000 to 
$3,000 for a plane ticket, 
hotel room and other ex¬ 
penses, 

Schock, the once-rising 
GOP star and prodigious 
party fundraiser, secretly 
kept at least $11,000 from 
that event, the indictment 
said. 

Freiburg recalled that 
many on the trip were 


weft-off but others weren't, 
including several recent 
college graduates, “Some 
sacrificed financially to 
go,” the 63-year-old said. 
Prosecutors say in 2011, 
Schock set up a Florida 
bank account under the 
name of a factious com¬ 
pany, “Global Travel Inter¬ 
national," and instructed 
staff to deposit lhat year's 
fEy-fee money into it. He al¬ 
legedly kept at least $4,482 
from the 2011 fty-in, which 
happened in the same 
month he appeared on 
the cover of Men’s Health, 
his shirt unbuttoned to show 
oft his six-pack abs. Land¬ 
ing the magazine caver 
— with the blurb “Rep. 
Aaron Schock is willing to 
give you the shirt off his 
back" — drew mockery on 
late-night TV but boosted 
Schock r s profile nationally. 
Schock, who resigned 
last year as scrutiny of his 
spending intensified, issued 
a statement on Nov. 10 re¬ 
sponding to the charges 
of wire fraud, theft of gov¬ 
ernment funds and other 
things, saying “we might 
have made errors 1 ' but that 
"no one intended to break 
any law,"A spokesman for 
Schock and his legal team, 
Mark Hubbard, said Sun¬ 
day "that funds received 
for the events were used 
for that purpose," adding 
that the fly-ins were always 
widely praised by partici¬ 
pants. He said Schock’s 
understanding was that 
"small amounts” of funds 
that were left aver “could 
be used for future events, 11 
"There was no intent in this 
case of criminal conduct,” 
Hubbard said, 

Freiburg remembers how 
quickly ana easily Schock 
made it on the political 
stage. His first victory was 
at age 19 for a seat on the 
Peoria School Board, and 
he became the youngest 
member of Congress afler 
winning in 2CG8 at age 27. 
"He was so very charismat¬ 
ic — such a bright, shining 
star," Freiburg said. 

Schock successfully mar¬ 
keted himself during six 
years in Congress as an 
unwavering fiscal conser¬ 
vative. A 2012 campaign 
flier claimed his frugality 
started as a farm kid, say¬ 
ing he saved up $4,000 and 
invested it in his awn IRA

when he was 14. But the 
indictment paints a picture 
of him treating his elected 
office as a kind of ATM.

PHOENIX (AP) — Vandals 
broke into a shelter, left 
feces on crosses mode by 
migrant men and trashed 
other parts of the building. 
Someone made a threat¬ 
ening coil to a priest who 
helps serve warm meals to 
recently deported immi¬ 
grants. 

The soup kitchen far depos¬ 
ed migrants in the Mexican 
city of Nogales, on the bor¬ 
der with Arizona, has seen 
a spate of crimes this year. 
Its leader says the incidents 
likely are tied to the cen¬ 
ter's growing involvement 
in helping migrants report 
crimes. 

"We've been robbed be¬ 
fore. but we've never had 
a break-in like that/' said 
the Rev. Sean Carroll, head 
of the center known in 
Spanish as a "comedor 11 
His efforts won Pope Fran¬ 
cis' praise last year. 

The break-in and vandalism 
at the Kino Border Initiative- 
run center are part of a bor¬ 
der-wide problem of drug 
cartels thal see migrant 
shelters as an impediment 
to their business because 
they protect migrants who 
otherwise could be forced 
into smuggling drugs or ex¬ 
torted far money to cross 
into the U,S. 

Carroll says migrants have 
increasingly told staff 
and volunteers they were 
robbed or kidnapped by 
criminal organizations hop¬ 


ing to seize on attempts to 
crass the border, 

“I think it comes in waves,'' 
said Maureen Meyer, a 
senior associate with the 
Washington Office on Latin 
America. 'They're protect¬ 
ing something that crimi¬ 
nal organizations use as a 
profit." 

In Nogales, staffers have 
escorted migrants to police 
departments and helped 
them file reports on at least 


10 occasions this year, Cai¬ 
ro! I says. The kitchen served 
over 4.300 meals in Octo¬ 
ber and provides shelter 
For a limited number of mP 
grants. 

Carroll says staff already 
has safety measures in 
place, but is also working 
with Mexican police to in¬ 
crease patrols and possibly 
install security cameras in 
the kitchen. 

Mexican police told The 
Arizona Republic that the 
vandalism was not related 
to drug cartels. 

The Rev. Giovanni Bizzotta, 
director of a shelter in Nue¬ 
vo Laredo, Mexico, which 
sits on the border with 
Texas, says many migrants 
experience harrowing jour¬ 
neys that include extortion. 


kidnappings and robberies. 
Violence between drug 
cartels and against mi¬ 
grants in thal part of Mex¬ 
ico has surged in the past 
several years, including the 
discovery of a mass grave 
thal held over 70 migrants 
in the city of San Fernan¬ 
do, about 250 miles south 
of Nuevo Laredo. The U .S, 
State Department advises 
against unnecessary travel 
to many cities in the state 
of Tamaulipas. 

"We’re right here in the 
middle of the situation,’ 1 
Bizzotto said., “The situation 
is very hard on the border, 
but we carry an with hope. 11 
The Rev. Pat Murphy, who 
operates a migrant shelter 
in Tijuana, Mexico, says he 
hasn't seen any issues wilh 


crime lately, but that could 
be because Ihe shelter is 
open 24 hours a day and 
always has staff on hand. 
The shelter provides food, 
clothing, legal assistance 
and other services to de¬ 
ported immigrants or those 
who have jus! arrived in 
northern Mexico. 

In Nogales, Carroll said staff 
discovered the vandalized 
shelter Sept. 15, Besides 
feces, they Found paint 
thrown around a table and 
soap tossed around.

A San Antonio police of¬ 
ficer writing out a traffic 
Ifck-et to a molorist was 
shol to death in his squad 
car Sunday outside police 
headquarters by another 
driver who pulled up from 
behind, authorities said. 

San Antonio police Chief 
William McManus identified 
the officer as Detective 
Benjamin Marconi 50, a 20- 
year veteran of the farce. 
McManus said the suspect 
had not been apprehend¬ 
ed Sunday night. He said 
he doesn't believe the 
man has any relationship 
to the original molorist who 
was pulied over, and no 
motive has been identified. 
"We consider this suspect 
lo be extremely dangerous 
and a clear threat to law 
enforcement officers and 
the public/” said McManus, 
who added that after the 
shoaling officers had been 
instructed lo not make traf¬ 
fic stops alone. 


McManus said Marconi 
had pulled over a vehicle 
and white he was inside his 
squad car writing a licket, 
a car pulled up behind 
him.

Marconi was pronounced 
dead at a hospital. 
McManus said investiga¬ 
tors are looking inlo all 
leads and motives, includ¬ 
ing whether M could be re¬ 
lated lo an officer-involved 
shooting earlier Sunday in 
the city, In that incident, 
McManus said, police fa¬ 
tally shot a man who point¬ 
ed a gun at officers outside 
an apartment fallowing a 
seven-hour standoff. 
"Hopefully, we'll solve this 
one real quick," McManus 
said. 

Some streets downtown 
were blocked off with po¬ 
lice tape as officials inves¬ 


tigated the slaying. 

The shoaling came less 
than five months after a 
gunman killed five officers 
in Dallas who were working 
a protest about the fatal 
police shootings of black 
men in Minnesota and Lou¬ 
isiana. It was the deadliest 
day for American low en¬ 
forcement since Sept. 11, 
2001 , 

Ten days after the Dallas 
attack, a man wearing a 
ski mask and armed with 
two rifles and a pistol killed 
three officers near a gas 
station and convenience 
store in Baton Rouge, Louisi¬ 
ana. And earlier this month, 
two Des Moines, lowa-area 
police officers were fatally 
shot in separate ambush- 
style attacks while sitting in 
their patrol cars, 

"It s always difficult, espe¬ 
cially in this this day and 
age, where police are be¬ 
ing targeted across the 
country," McManus said. 
Texas Gov. Greg Abbott 
called the slaying a “hor¬ 


rific act of violence," Ab¬ 
bott said in a sfalement 
that "attacks against law 
enforcement officers will 
not be foferated in Texas 
and must be met with swift

Nashville arrest records, photos of civil rights icon found

When civil rights icon John 
Lewis returned to Nash¬ 
ville this weekend, he was 
greeted just like he was 
more than 50 years ago — 
with a mug shot and an ar¬ 
rest record. 

But this lime, his record was 
bound far the city’s public 
library .Officials in Tennes¬ 
see's capital city have un¬ 
earthed never-before-pub¬ 
lished photos and records 
documenting Lewis' arresls 
there decades ago, while 
he was leading an effort 
to desegregate the city's 
lunch counters, 

Nash vie Mayor Megan 
Berry surprised Lewis with 
the records while he was 
an stage Saturday at the 
Martin Luther King Jr. Aca¬ 
demic Magnet High School 
lo receive a literary award 
for “March/” a three-part 
graphic novel about his life 
in the civil rights movement. 
"I was surprised, and ! al¬ 
most cried. I held back 
tears, because 1 was so 


young," Lewis, now 76 and 
long a U.5, congressman 
from Georgia, told report¬ 
ers afterward. "I would 
love to have copies of 
them and place them in 
my Washington office, so 
when young people, es¬ 
pecially children, come 
by, and even some of my 
colleagues, they will see 
what happened and be in¬ 
spired to do something. 11 As 
a child, Lewis was inspired 
by radio broadcasts of the 
Rev. Marlin Luther King Jr. 
That eventually led him 
to co-found the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee and serve as its 
chairman. He was one of 
the organizers For the 1963 
March on Washington, 

The photos depict a scowl¬ 
ing Lewis in his early 20s, 
wearing a tie in one photo 
and a long overcoat in an¬ 
other, The arrest records 
show he was booked at 
feast three times from 1961 
to 1963 on charges includ¬ 
ing disorderly conduct, re¬ 
sisting anresl and breach 


of the peace.City officials 
plan to display copies of 
the records in the Civil 
Rights Room of the Nash¬ 
ville Public Library, where 
all police trainees are re¬ 
quired to attend a class,. 
"You got info some ‘good 
trouble' in Nash vie, and 
apparently 40-plus more 
times, and I hope these 
photos remind you of what 
you have done and the 
legacy you have left for 
us," Barry told Lewis while 
showing him the records 
Saturday.David Ewing, a 
local historian and lawyer, 
first requested the records 
years ago but was told 
they did not exist. But he 
kept asking, and his prod¬ 
ding eventually led officials 
to find them deep in the 
city's archives.Lewis said 
he has been arrested 45 
times for his activism — in¬ 
cluding five times since he 
was elected to Congress. 
Bui his first arrest came in 
Nashville, 

"I'm probably going to be 
arrested again," he said.Q

Obama, Putin discuss Syria and Ukraine at summit in Peru

LIMA, Peru (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama spoke 
briefly with Russian Presi¬ 
dent! Vladimir Putin about 
Syria and Ukraine on Sun¬ 
day as an economic sum¬ 
mit got under way in Peru, 
in their first known conver¬ 
sation since Donald Trump 
was elected the next U.S. 
president. 

The two leaders were seen 
chatting at the start of 
the opening session of the 
Asia-Pacific Economic Co¬ 
operation summit in Lima, 
They stood off to the side 
together momentarily with 
aides close by before shak¬ 
ing hands and then taking 
their seats around a table. 
The White House said the 
conversation lasted four 
minutes. 

Although reporters present 
couldn't hear what they 


said, the White House said 
Obama encouraged Pu¬ 
tin to uphold his country's 
commitments under the 
Minsk deal aimed at end¬ 
ing the Ukraine conflict. 
Both the White House and 
the Kremlin said the leaders 
had agreed that U.S. Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
and Russian Foreign min¬ 
ister Sergei Lavrov should 
keep working throughout 
Obama's final months on 
initiatives lower violence 
in Syria and alleviate suf¬ 
fering .The shorf interaction 
came amid intense specu¬ 
lation and concern about 
whether Trump's election 
might herald a more con¬ 
ciliatory U.S, approach to 
Russia, Under Obama, the 
U.S. has enacted severe 
sanctions on Russia over 
Its aggressive behavior in 
Ukraine and has sought 
unsuccessfully to persuade 


Moscow to stop interven¬ 
ing in Syria's civil war to 
help prop up Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad. 

Trump and Putin have al¬ 
ready signaled they may 
pursue a less antagonistic 
relationship after Trump 
takes office in January. In 
a phone call shortly after 
Trump was elected, Putin 
congratulated him and 
expressed readiness for a 
"partner-like dialogue," the 
Kremlin said. 

In the run-up to the elec¬ 
tion, the U.S. also accused 
Russia of trying to interfere 
in the election, including 
by hacking into Demo¬ 
cratic Party email sys¬ 
tems. Obama has raised 
concerns directly to Pu¬ 
tin ahead of the election 
about Russian hacking, 
and the U.S. also registered 
complaints through a ho¬ 
tline set up to avert acci¬ 
dental nuclearwar. 
Throughout the campaign, 
the Kremlin insisted that it 
had no favorites and re¬ 
jected the claims of inter¬ 
ference in the U.S. election. 
The meeting came as 
Obama, on the last day 
of his final overseas tour 
as president sought to 
reassure world leaders 
gathered in Peru that their 
longstanding ties with the 
U.S, wouldn't falter under 
Trump. 

Sitting down with Prime 
Minister Malcolm Turnbull 
of Australia, Obama said 
he assured Turnbull that 
the alliance between their 
countries would remain 


as strong as ever. Turnbull 
said he and Obama were 
of the mind on trade — an 
issue Trump sees quite dif¬ 
ferently. Still, he added that 
Australia wanted Ihe U.S. to 
succeed under Trump. 

Both the U.S. and Austra¬ 
lia helped negotiate the 
Trans-Pacific Partnership, a 
multinational trade agree¬ 
ment involving 10 other 
Pacific Rim countries. But 
Congress is unlikely to ratify 
the deal, dealing a blow to 
Obama's once high hopes 
of having the agreement 
become part of his presi¬ 
dential legacy. Trump says 
trade deals can hurt U.S. 
workers, and he opposes 
TPP, Obama laid Cana¬ 
da's Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau that he had no 
doubt the close and im¬ 
portant U.S .-Can ad a rela¬ 
tionship will persist after he 
leaves office, saying that's 
been constant with Repub¬ 
lican and Democralic ad¬ 
ministrations alike. Trudeau 
said he’s invited President¬ 
elect Donald Trump to visit 
Canada soon after Inau¬ 
guration Day and hopes to 
welcome him to Canada, 
Before boarding Air Force 
One for the flight to Wash¬ 
ington. Obama planned to 
answer questions from the 
journalists who accompa¬ 
nied him to Greece, Ger¬ 
many and Peru. 

Trump’s election over¬ 
shadowed every stop on 
Obama's trip. The presi¬ 
dent went to once unimag¬ 
inable lengths to defend 
the real-estate mogul and 


reality TV star who he had 
repeatedly denounced 
during the campaign as 
"temperamentally unfit” 
and "uniquely unqualified 1 ' 
to be president. 

"I think it will be important 
for everybody around the 
world to not make imme¬ 
diate judgments, but give 
this new president-elect a 
chance to pul their team 
together, to examine the 
issues, to determine what 
their policies will be,” 
Obama said in response 
to a question about Trump 
during a forum here Sat¬ 
urday with some of Latin 
America's future leaders, 
"As I've always said, how 
you campaign Isn't always 
the same as how you gov¬ 
ern,” he added.Obama's 
suggestion is that Trump 
could soflen same of his 
more hard-line positions 
on immigration, terrorism 
and other issues once he 
confronts the reality of hav¬ 
ing to run the country. But 
the candidates Trump an¬ 
nounced this past week for 
key national security posts 
“ Alabama Sen. Jeff Ses¬ 
sions for attorney general, 
retired LI. Gen. Michael Fly¬ 
nn for national security ad¬ 
viser and Kansas Rep. Mike 
Pompea to lead the CIA 
— sent a signal that Trump 
intends to lead exactly as 
he said he would during 
the campaign.Leaders in 
every region of the world 
have expressed concern 
about Trump's stances an 
Immigration, trade, NATO 
and other matters.O 
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German Chancellor Merkel says 
she’s seeking a fourth term

BERLIN (AP) — Angela 
Merkel, who has sleered 
Germany through several 
global crises as its first wom¬ 
an leader, said Sunday 
that she will seek a fourth 
lerm as chancellor in gen¬ 
eral elections next year, 

“I literally thought about 
this decision endlessly ... 
but I am ready lo run for 
aFfice again,” Merkel told 
reporters after meeting 
with high-ranking members 
of her center-right party, ”1 
want to serve Germany," 
Merkel said she expected 
strong challenges from the 
left and right fringes of so¬ 
ciety as Germany has be¬ 
came mare polarized. 

"This election will be dif¬ 
ficult — like no other elec- 
!fon since the reunification" 
of West and East Germany 
in 1990, she said. 

Clearly the dominant lead¬ 
er in Europe, Merkel urged 
caution against outsized 
expectations about what 
she might yet achieve, 
"Everything that's about 
how it aif depends on me, 
especially after the elec- 
lions in the U.S, honors me, 
but a I the same time I find 
it very much grotesque and 
almost bizarre," she said, 
"No person not even 
with the biggest experi¬ 
ence, can turn things in 
Germany, Europe and In 
the world more or less to 
the good, and especially 
not the chancellor of Ger¬ 
many," 

The 62-year-old chancellor 
first needs to be re-elect¬ 
ed as chairwoman of the 
Chrislian Democratic Union 
party at its notional con¬ 
vention next month, but 
she faces no serious oppo¬ 
sition within the party, 

A physicist by training, 
Merkel became chancellor 
in 2005, She is the first lead¬ 
er of a reunited Germany 
to have grown up under 


communism in the former 
East Germany, 

If she wins next year and 
serves the entire four- 
year term, Merkel would 
match her one-time men¬ 
tor Helmut Kohl's post-war 
record of 16 years in office. 
Repeatedly named "The 
World’s Most Powerful 
Woman” by Forbes maga¬ 
zine, Merkel also has been 
suggested by some as the 
last powerful defender of 
liberal values in the West 
following Donald Trump’s 
election as fhe next U.S, 
president. 

Nearly 60 percent of 
Germans surveyed in 
a recent poll said they 
wanted Merkel to run for 
office again, said Manfred 
Guellner, the head of the 
Forsa polling agency, 

"In these difficult times, 
Merkel is a pillar of stability,'' 
Guellner told The Associat¬ 
ed Press. "People have fhe 
feeling she represents Ger¬ 
man interests well abroad," 
While she's never been 
described as a visionary 
or earned much praise for 
stirring speeches, Merkel 
has won respect for being 
tough, shrewd and dog¬ 
gedly tackling problems. 
Since becoming chancel¬ 
lor, she's dealt with several 
international crises, includ¬ 
ing the Eurozone debt cfh 
sis in 2008-09 for which she 
brokered compromises 
among fractious European 
Union leaders. 

She has been a strong ad¬ 
vocate of efforts to com¬ 
bat climate change, and in 
2011 abruptly accelerated 
the shutdown of Germa¬ 
ny's nuclear power plants 
following the meltdowns at 
Japan's Fukushima plant. 
Unresolved diplomatic 
challenges include Eu¬ 
rope's relationship with Rus¬ 
sia, the future of Ukraine, 
autocratic developments 
in Turkey, the ongoing war 
in Syria and negotiations 


over Britain's exit from the 
European Union. 

Merkel also needs to brace 
herself for fhe populist 
wave sweeping both the 
United States and Europe, 
where elections next year 
could see a far-right politi¬ 
cian become president of 
France. 

Domestically, fhe notional¬ 
ist Alterative for Germany, 
or AfD, could prove to be 
one of the biggest stum¬ 
bling blocks to her re-elec¬ 
tion. The populist party, 
which is now represented 
in 10 state parliaments, has 
aggressively campaigned 
against Merkel’s decision 
to welcome an estimated 
890,000 migrants into Ger¬ 
many last year. 

In elections in the east¬ 
ern stale of Mecklenburg- 
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German Chancellor and chairwoman of the Christian Demo¬ 
cratic party, CDU, Angelo Merkel, addresses the media in Berlin, 
Germany, Sunday, Nov. 20, 201 6.

— Rescuers worked 
through the night to pull 
people out of mangled 
coaches after an over¬ 
night passenger train 
derailed early Sunday in 
northern India, killing at 
least 115 people, police 
said. 

The death toll was ex¬ 
pected to rise further 
because rescue work¬ 
ers had yet to gain ac¬ 
cess to one of the worst- 
damaged of the 14 
coaches that derailed, 
said Daljeet Chaudhary, 
a director general of po¬ 
lice. About 150 people 
were injured, he said. 
The train derailed at 
around 3:10 a.m., jolting 
awake passengers who 
had settled in for the 
long trip. Survivors and 
bodies were retrieved 
from mangled coaches 
that had fallen on their 
side, 

Ramchandra Tewari, 
a passenger who suf¬ 
fered a head injury, said 
he was asleep when he 
was suddenly flung to 
the floor of his coach, 
“There was a laud sound 
like an earthquake. I fell 
from my berth and a 
lot of luggage fell over 
me" Tewari told report¬ 
ers from his hospital bed 
in the city of Kanpur. "1 
thought I was dead, and 
then I passed out. 1 ' 
Another passenger, 
Satish Kumar, said the 
train was traveling at 
normal speed when it 
stopped suddenly, 

“It restarted, and then 
we heard a crash,” Ku¬ 
mar, whose coach re¬ 
mained standing on the 
track, said at the derail¬ 
ment site, “When we 
came out of the train, 
we saw a few coaches 


had derailed,” 

The cause of the derail¬ 
ment was not immedi¬ 
ately clear. Accidents 
are relatively common 
on India’s sprawling rail 
network, which is the 
world’s third largest but 
lacks modern signaling 
and communication sys¬ 
tems. 

Most accidents are 
blamed on poor mainte¬ 
nance and human error. 
The impact of the de¬ 
railment was so strong 
that one of the coaches 
landed on top of an¬ 
other, crushing the one 
below, said Brig, Anurag 
Chibber, who was head¬ 
ing the army’s rescue 
team. 

“We fear there could be 
many more dead in the 
lower coach,” he said, 
adding that it was un¬ 
clear how many people 
were in the coach. 
Javeed Ahmad, the 
police chief of Uttar 
Pradesh state, where the 
derailment took place. 


said 115 bodies had 
been recovered from 
the wreckage. 

The derailment oc¬ 
curred near the village 
of Pukhrayan, outside 
of Kanpur, an industrial 
city about 400 kilometers 
(250 miles] southeast of 
New Delhi. 

The Patna-indore Express 
train, linking the central 
Indian city of Indore to 
the city of Patna to its 
northeast, completes 
its 1,360-kilometer (845- 
mile) journey in 27 hours. 
Rescue workers, soldiers 
and members of India's 
disaster management 
force reached Pukhray¬ 
an wifhin an hour of 
the derailment and be¬ 
gan pulling out people 
trapped in the over¬ 
turned coaches. 
Rescuers used cutting 
torches to open the de¬ 
railed train cars to try to 
reach those trapped 
inside, while cranes 
were deployed to lift 
the coaches from the 


tracks. However, rescu¬ 
ers moved cautiously 
because some of the 
coaches were precari¬ 
ously tilted, and there 
was a danger that they 
could topple over, 
possibly injuring those 
trapped inside, 

“We are being very 
careful in using the cut¬ 
ting torches,” Chaud¬ 
hary said. 

Medical teams provid¬ 
ed first aid near the site, 
while the more seriously 
injured were moved 
to hospitals in Kanpur, 
Chaudhary said. Of the 
roughly 150 injured, 72 
were in serious condition, 
he said. 

Railway Minister Suresh 
Prabhu arrived at the 
site by Sunday evening 
to monitor the rescue 
and relief operations. He 
5 a id a special train has 
been arranged to take 
passengers from the de¬ 
railed train to Patna, ac¬ 
cording to the PTI news 
agency. He said thou¬ 


sands of food packets, 
water bottles and cups 
of tea were being pro¬ 
vided to the stranded 
passengers. 

Anxious relatives of pas¬ 
sengers searched for 
their family members 
among the injured and 
the dead at hospitals in 
Kanpur. 

Prime Minister Naren- 
dra Modi expressed his 
concern over the derail¬ 
ment. 

“Anguished beyond 
words on the loss of lives 
due fo the derailing of 
fhe Patna-indore ex¬ 
press. My thoughts ore 
with the bereaved fami¬ 
lies,” Modi posted on his 
Twitter account. 

Kanpur is a major railway 
junction, and hundreds 
of trains pass through 
the city every day. After 
the derailment, several 
trains using the line were 
diverted to other routes. 
Anil Saxena, spokesman 
for Indian Railways, said 
in New Delhi. 

Rail authorities have or¬ 
dered an investigation 
into the incident, Sax¬ 
ena said. 

In 2012, an Indian gov¬ 
ernment report said 
about 15,000 people 
are killed every year in 
train accidents in the 
country, caused mainly 
by outdated equipment 
and overstretched staff. 
The country's worst rail¬ 
way accident occurred 
in 1981, when □ pas¬ 
senger train fell into the 
Baghmoti River in north¬ 
ern India, killing nearly 
800 people. 

Prime Minister Modi has 
pledged to invest $137 
billion over the next five 
years to modernize In¬ 
dia's railway network, 
which is used by around 
23 million passengers a 
day.Q

MOSUL Iraq [AP) — Iraqi 
troops on Sunday forti¬ 
fied their positions in Mo¬ 
sul neighborhoods retak¬ 
en from the Islamic State 
group as their advance 
toward the city center 
was slowed by sniper fire 
and suicide bombings, 
as well as concern over 
the safety of civilians. 
“The biggest hindrance 
to us is the civilians, 
whose presence is slow¬ 
ing us down/' Maj. Gen. 
Sami al-Aridi of the spe¬ 
cial forces fold The As¬ 
sociated Press. “We are 
soldiers who are not 
trained to carry out hu¬ 
manitarian tasks, 1 ’ 

A few hundred civilians 
emerged from rubble- 
strewn front-line neigh¬ 
borhoods on Sunday. 
They included women 
and children, same of 
them carrying bags, 
small suitcases or wav¬ 
ing white flags. Mosul is 
still home ta more than 1 
million people. 

The government sent 
half-dozen trucks load¬ 
ed with food aid into the 
recently liberated areas. 
Chaos broke out in one 
neighborhood, where 
residents climbed on 
top of the trucks and be¬ 
gan helping themselves. 
Women extended their 
hands in desperation, 
trying to get a share 
of the aid. Young boys 
chased the trucks and 
jostled and pleaded far 
food packages, 

“It's hunger that makes 
people behave like 
this, 1 ’ said Mohammed 
Farouq, a 27-y ear-old 
resident, “Some families 
took many boxes, while 
others did not take any. 
This is unfair.” 


Fethi Mahmud Abdul¬ 
la, another resident, 
pleaded for people to 
keep the lines, “People 
are tired, so tired. Some 
of them take aid five or 
seven times, 11 he said, 
Al-Aridi said his men 
were searching homes 
in areas retaken from IS, 
looking for militants and 
vehicles rigged with ex¬ 
plosives. Troops in those 
areas continue to be hit 
by mortar rounds, sniper 
fire and suicide bomb¬ 
ers, he said. 

tn the newly liberated ar¬ 
eas, roads are blocked 
by car wrecks and sand¬ 
bags, and tanks are de¬ 
ployed on wider streets. 
Snipers on high buildings 
watch for suicide bomb¬ 
ers or other intruders. 
Brig, Gen. Haider Fadhil 
said four civilians were 
killed and another four 
wounded when a sui¬ 
cide car bomb explod¬ 
ed before it could reach

The troops laid siege 
Sunday to the Al-Zohour 
neighborhood, about 
eight kilometers (five 
miles] from the city cen¬ 
ter. The arrival of the 
troops at the neighbor¬ 
hood's fringes prompt¬ 
ed hundreds of civilians 
to emerge from their 
homes waving white 
flags. The special farces 
later drove IS from two 
other neighborhoods.

press the Iraqi govern¬ 
ment to ensure that the 
troops they are support¬

— Haitians will try yel again 
to elec! a president this 
weekend despite the fact 
that much of the southwest 
is still in ruins from Hurricane 
Matthew, parts ot the north 
have been batiered by 
Roods and the country re¬ 
mains in political disarray, 
Haitian authorities acknowl¬ 
edge the timing isn't ideal, 
but say it’s time for the drift¬ 
ing country to move for¬ 
ward. 

“The upcoming elec¬ 
tions will be crucial for the 
democratic future of the 
country/" Interim President 
Jocelerme Priverf said in a

Then It was time to race, 
and suddenly Johnson was 
anything but a slam-dunk. 
His car was seized by NAS¬ 
CAR shortly before fhe 
race for a last-minute trip 
through inspection, set¬ 
ting Johnson up for a 
mind-boggling Sunday at 
Homestead-Miami Speed¬ 
way, He was the worst of 
the four title contenders For 
most of the race, bul was 
gifted the chance of his 
career when Cart Edwards 
coughed away the title. 
Given two more chances 
to win the title, Johnson got 
the restorl of his life to steal 
the win that earned him 
another entry in NASCAR's 
record books. Johnson ted 
only one lap - the Iasi lap 
- and it was good enough 
for him lo lie Richard Petiy 
and Dale Earnhardt as the 
only drivers in history la win 
seven titles, 

"I had this crazy calmness 
over myself all day long 


leading Into this, 11 Johnson 
said, "Even with us running 
fifth and Ihe championship 
looking like it 's not going to 
be there, I just felt some¬ 
thing," 

Petty welcomed Johnson 
to the club. 

"They set a goal to get 
where they are and circum¬ 
stances and fate made it a 


reality." Petty said, "Jimmie 
is a great champion and 
this is really good for our 
sport." 

He was also feted by Hen¬ 
drick Motorsports team¬ 
mate Dale Earnhardt Jr„ 
who represented his late 
father in victory lane. 

"I told Jimmie I wish Dad 
was here to shake his 


hand," Earnhardt said. 
"Dad would think he's such 
a bad-ass. He’s such a 
great race car driver. How j 
he won this thing tonighl, t 
don't think a lot of people 
know, he can will himself 
to get (his all) out of a car 
when it matters. There's a 
lot of circumstance thal 
played into it, but he put 
himself in that position," 
Johnson had to beat only 
Edwards, Joey Lagano 
and defending champion 
Kyle Busch to win the title. 
He did it with his first career 
victory at Homestead. 
"That’s what makes a sev¬ 
en-time champion - some¬ 
one that fights and battles 
and digs and never gives 
up," said four-time cham¬ 
pion Jeff Gordon, the 
teammate who discov¬ 
ered Johnson for Hendrick 
Motorsports, "They keep 
themselves in position and 
allowed some of those un¬ 
fortunate instances to work 
in Iheir favor. You can say 
luck, whatever you want 
to say, bul those guys bai¬ 
led. They battled hard." 
Edwards was In position 
fa win until a caution with 
10 laps remaining set up a 
wild sequence that ruined 
his title hopes. Edwards 
tried to block Lagano 
on fhe restart, wound up 
wrecked, and it was John¬ 
son who drove through 
the carnage to take fhe 
championship lead. 
Johnson had to withstand 
two more restarts, and 
dedicated the final two 
attempts at the win to the 
late Ricky Hendrick, who 
was one of 10 friends and 
family members killed in a 
2004 plane crash. 


"My hear I was full because 
E was thinking of some 
loved ones like Ricky Hen¬ 
drick and his influence,’ 1 
he said, "Something hap¬ 
pened from above." 
Johnson had driven the 
entire 10-race Chase with 
a tribute helmet to Earn¬ 
hardt and Petty, the drivers 
he F s been chasing since 
he won his sixth title in 2013, 
Immediately after the 
race, he gifted the helmet 
to Ihree-iime champion 
Tony Stewart, who retired 
at the end of the race. 
Drivers have been giving 
Stewart special helmets 
the last month, but John¬ 
son had earmarked this 
one for the driver forever 
known as "Smoke," 

"1 promised him I'd give 
him a helmet, i wanted to 
wait and see if I could give 
him this one," Johnson said. 
"He doesn’t really want It. 
He said if I want it back, I 
can have it back, bul I 
promised E'd give him a 
helmet."The title was there 
for the taking far Edwards 
until the fateful sequence 
that changed history. 

He was leading when 
Dylan Lupton brought out 
a caution with 15 laps re¬ 
maining, and it forced Ed¬ 
wards to hold aFf the com¬ 
petition an a restart with 10 
to go log a no, so masterful 
on restarts for two years 
now. tried to dart around 
Edwards on the bottom. 
Edwards refused to yield 
and tried to fend off the 
move by blocking Lagano 
law. Contact between the 
two sent Edwards hard into 
an Interior wall, then all the 
way across the Irack for a 
second hit. □ 
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Spieth says Australian Open win will ‘do wonders’ for career

The American added his 
name to an elite list of mul¬ 
tiple winners at the Austra¬ 
lian Open, including Jack 
Nicklaus, Gary Player and 
Greg Norman. Spieth im¬ 
proved his record to two 
wins and a runner-up finish 


En 2015 from three appear¬ 
ances at the Australian 
Open, 

Four players held the lead 
at various limes on a dra¬ 
matic final day, including 
Spieth, who. 

On the playoff hole — the 
18th — Spieth put his ap¬ 
proach to within 10 feet 
before Hall stepped up the 
pressure by knocking his to 
less than 8 feet.

She was also denied the 
Vare Trophy, after In Gee 
Chun rolled in a 10-foot- 
er on the final hole for a 
birdie that served as the fi¬ 
nal margin in the yearlong 


scaring standings. Com¬ 
bined, Ka and Chun look 
more than 11,500 swings 
over 166 rounds “ and the 
scaring title came down to 
one putt, 

"1 didn't know," said Chun, 
who needed to end her 
year with three consecu¬ 
tive birdies to bass Ko in the 
scaring race.

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Ward pulls off decision 
win over Kovalev for title

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Sergey 
Kovalev kept coming, and 
A ndre Word never stopped 
bottling. With the crowd 
roaring in approval they 
put on a fighf that lived up 
to its advance billing. 

In the end. Ward wan a 
narrow decision Saturday 
night to take Kovalev's 
light heavyweight titles 
in a battle between two 
unbeaten boxers. 

Ward survived a second- 
round knockdown and 
relentless pressure from 
Kovalev, doing just enough 
to win toy a point an all 
three ringside scorecards. 
He remained unbeaten in 
his last 20 years In the ring, 
but it wasn't without some 
moments of worry. 

"This was a beautiful thing. 
We did it baby," Ward 
said. "I'm a five-time world 
champion in two different 
weight classes. Man, it's 
amazing." 

All three ringside judges 
had Ward winning 114-113, 
The Associated Press had 
Kovalev ahead 116-111. 

41 It was a fight of my 
life," Kovalev said. "I am 
disappointed in the judges' 
decision. He got maytoe a 
few rounds, ! agree with 
that. I kept control, I lost 
maybe three rounds the 
whole fight." 

Ward wan all of the last six 
rounds on two scorecards, 
and five of six on a third. He 
wan the final round on two 
of the scorecards. 

Kovalev knocked dawn 
Ward in the second round 
and chased him around 
the ring much of the early 
part of the fight. But Ward 
dug deep and managed 
to land some good 
punches of his own in a 
fight that built to o climax 
in the later rounds. 

The crowd of 13,310 at the 
T-Mabile Arena was on 
its feet in the late rounds 
as the two fighters went 
after each other, neither 
giving an inch, fn the end. 
the judges favored Ward's 


counter punching against 
the aggressive style of 
Kovalev. 

"We were a tittle careless 
with thal knockdown 
in the second round,' 1 
said Ward's trainer, Virgil 
Hunter. "But we landed the 
cleaner punches' 4 
Both fighters were 
unbeaten with almost 
identical records. Ward 
was 3C^0 with 15 knockouts 
and Kovalev was 30-0-1 
with 26 knockouts. 

It was a classic boxer 
versus puncher baitle, and 
it looked like the puncher 
would prevail as Kovalev 
won the early rounds. But 
Ward kept punching and 
landed some good shots 
of his own in the middle 
rounds, and there were 
plenty of close rounds that 
could have gone either 
way, 

"I knew il was going to be 
a tough fight — it was the 
1 st time in my career I was 
dropped," Ward said. "He 
did everything 1 expected 
him to do. He started to 
fight like I expected.’’ 
Kovalev's promoter, Kathy 
Duva, said she would use 
the rematch clause in the 
contract for a second fight, 
"He won the first six rounds 
so I don’t know how he 
could lose a decision," 
Duva said. Tm happy we 
had a great fight. Boxing 
needed a great fight. 

The fight was billed as 
a matchup of U.S. and 
Russian fighters, with 
the 2004 Olympic gold 
medalist Ward against a 
Russian who lives mostly 
in the Los Angeles area. 
It was a classic matchup 
of puncher versus boxer, 
and for the early part of 
the fight the puncher was 
winning. 

Kovalev flashed his power 
early, hitting Ward with a 
lef! hand midway through 
the first round that briefly 
wobbled Ward's legs. 
Ward grabbed and held 
on and finished the round 
jabbing at the Russian, but 
the tone of the fight was 


set early. 

Midway through the 

second round, both 

fighters threw right hands 
but it was Kovalev's that 
landed Flush fa the side of 
Ward's head, putting him 
an the canvas. He got up 
quickly and smiles as if not 
hurt but needed all of his 
supreme defensive skills to 
make il out of the round. 
Ward seemed unwilling to 
go Inside after that, moving 
backward and trying to 
land jabs to control the 
action. But he abandoned 
the style that had served 
him so well over the 
years and fought moving 
backward, throwing only 
one punch at a time, as 
Kovalev constantly pressed 
the attack. 

Ward did have some 
moments, including the 
seventh round when he 
landed a good left that 
snapped Kovalev's head 
back. 

Ward earned $5 million, 
while Kovalev was paid $2 
million plus a percentage 
of pay-per-view. 

On the undercard, 
two-time Olympic gold 
medalist Claressa Shields 
made her pro debut a 
successful one, winning a 
decision over Franehan 
Crews In a four-round super 
middleweight fight. 

Shields came back from 
a slaw first round to land 
the bigger punches in an 
entertaining fight. Both 
women, fighting without 
headgear for the first time, 
traded punches freely but 
Shields won all over four 
rounds on the scorecards 
at the three ringside judges. 
Shields, who became the 
first American woman 
to win a gold medal In 
the 2012 Olympics and 
added another in Rio in 
August, had vowed to be 
impressive in her first pro 
fight. And she wasn't shy 
about trading punches 
with Franehan, a Baltimore 
fighter who last to her

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Google disappointed by South Korean refusal on mapping data

SEOUL South Korea (AP) 

— South Korea rejected a 
request by Google to use 
local mapping data in Ihe 
company's global maps 
service in a long-awaited 
ruting Friday that had divid¬ 
ed the country for months. 
The company said it was 
disappointed by the deci¬ 
sion, which the land min¬ 
is Iry said was based on 
concerns over national se¬ 
curity, 

“We're disappointed by 
this decision. We've al¬ 
ways taken security con¬ 
cerns very seriously and will 
continue to provide useful 
map services in compli¬ 
ance with Korea's current 
map data export regu¬ 
lation/' Taj Meadows, a 
Google spokesperson, said 
in a statement. 

The South Korean govern¬ 
ment said the risks out¬ 
weighed benefits from 
exporting the country's 
mapping data to Google, 
a unit of Alphabet Enc. 
South Korea, facing the 


overt threat of rival North 
Korea, bars exporting local 
mapping data to foreign 
companies that do not op¬ 
erate domestic data serv¬ 
ers, 

Google, a unit of Alpha¬ 
bet Inc., handles its maps 
service at data centers 
outside South Korea. The 
restrictions have limited the 
usefulness of Google Maps 
within South Korea, since 
the app cannot offer driv¬ 
ing or walking directions. 
The government had pro¬ 
posed granting permis¬ 
sion to Google to use local 
mapping data for Google 
Maps if the company 
would blur sensitive infor¬ 
mation on South Korean 
military facilities on its sat¬ 
ellite map, “Our position 
from the start was that if It 
deletes security facilities, 
we would allow export¬ 
ing (the local mapping 
data)," said Kim Tong-II, 
an official a! the land min¬ 
istry. “Google's position is 
that if won't delete those. 
Ihe question was wheth¬ 
er we would allow that 


regard less/'South Korea 
has been divided over the 
issue since Google filed its 
requesl in June. 

The government extended 
an August deadline to this 
month, highlighting dis¬ 
agreements between gov¬ 
ernment ministries. 

The long-time deliberation 


reflects growing support For 
Google within some gov¬ 
ernment ministries that are 
trying to promote tourism 
and local firms' overseas 
businesses. 

One of the biggest incon¬ 
veniences that foreign 
tourlsls run into in South Ko¬ 
rea, which has some of the 


fastest and cheapest inter¬ 
net access in the world. Is 
the lack of an online map¬ 
ping service with naviga¬ 
tion and directions in for¬ 
eign languages. 

Some local businesses and 
consumers opposed giv¬ 
ing Google full access to 
the local mapping data, 
saying it would be unfair to 
local companies that op¬ 
erate local data servers to 
support their map services. 
They said Google should 
build data centers in South 
Korea instead of seeking 
an exemption from the 
rules. 

Google said earlier fhat 
restricting Google Maps in 
South Korea would be an 
inconvenience for foreign¬ 
ers visiting the host country 
of the PyeongChang Win¬ 
ter Olympics in 2018. 

It also argued that restric¬ 
tions on exporting the local 
mapping data could hin¬ 
der efforts of companies to 
roil out global services us¬ 
ing locations data and will 
deprive local consumers of 
cutting-edge services.□

In an illustration of the con¬ 
flicting forces at work, the 
Conservative government 
is facing pressure from doz¬ 
ens of ifs awn lawmakers to 
make a decisive break with 
the EU, while a major busi¬ 
ness group insisted Sunday 
that Britain must retain ac¬ 
cess to the bloc's markets 
and skilled workforce, 
"We’re going to have an 
unprecedented level of un¬ 
certainty, and that’s one of 
the factors causing many 
commentators to predict 
that there will be a slow¬ 
ing of economic growth," 
Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer Philip Hammond said. 
Hammond, who will unveil 
the government’s first ma¬ 
jor spending plans since 
June's EU membership 
referendum in a budget 
statement an Wednesday, 
told HV television "there's 
no point crying over’ 1 the 
uncertainty, 

"We just have to plan to 
accommodate it," he said. 
Prime Minister Theresa 
May's government has said 
it plans to trigger two years 
at formal exit talks with the 
EU by March 31, but insists 
it would be foolish to give 
away its negotiating posi¬ 
tion before then. 


The uncertainty has helped 
fuel economic jitters and 
driven dawn the value of 
the pound, amid claims 
that the government is 
deeply divided about haw 
to approach Britain’s EU 
exit.

(AP) — The most advanced 
weather satellite ever built 
racketed into space Satur¬ 
day night, pari of an $11 
billion effort to revolutionize 
forecasting and save lives. 
This new GOES-R space¬ 
craft will track U.S. weather 
as never before 1 , hurricanes, 
tornadoes, flooding, vol¬ 
canic ash clouds, wildfires, 
lightning storms, even solar 
flares. Indeed, about 50 TV 
meteorologists from around 
the country converged an 
the launch site — includ¬ 
ing NBC’s AI Roker — along 
with 8,000 space program 
workers and guests. 

“What's so exciting is that 
we're going to be getting 
mare data, more often, 
much mare detailed, high¬ 
er resolution,” Roker said. In 
the case of tornadoes, "if 
we can give people anoth¬ 
er 10, 15, 20 minutes, we're 
talking about lives being 
saved.” 

Think superhero speed and 
accuracy for forecasting. 
Super high-deflnition TV, 
versus black-and-white. 


“Really a quantum leap 
above any satellite NOAA 
has ever Flown,” said Ste¬ 
phen Vote, the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration’s director of 
satellites, 

“Far the American public, 
that will mean faster, more 
accurate weather fore¬ 


casts and warnings," Volz 
said earlier in the week. 
"That also will mean more 
lives saved and better en¬ 
vironmental intelligence" 
for government officials re¬ 
sponsible for hurricane and 
other evacuations. 

Airline passengers also 
stand to benefit, as do rock¬ 
et launch teams. Improved 
forecasting will help pilots 
avoid bad weather and 
help racket scientists know 
when to call off a launch. 
NASA declared success 3 
1/2 hours after liftoff, fallow¬ 
ing separalion from fhe up¬ 
per stage. 

The first in a series of four 
high-tech satellites, GOE5- 
R hitched a ride on an un¬ 


manned Atlas V rocket, 
delayed an hour by rocket 
and other problems.

The satellite — valued by 
NOAA at $1 billion — is aim¬ 
ing for a 22.300-mlfe-high 
equatorial orbit.

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Big-voiced Dap-Kings soul singer Sharon Jones dies at 60

NEW YORK (AP) — Sharon 
Jones, the stout power¬ 
house who shepherded a 
soul revival despite not find¬ 
ing stardom until middle 
age, has died. She was 60. 
Jones’ representative. Judy 
Miller Silverman, said Jones 
died Friday at a Cooper- 
stown, New York, hospital 
after bat I ling pancreatic 
cancer. Loved ones and 
members of her retro-soul 
band, the Dap-Kings, were 
among those surround¬ 
ing her, Silverman said. 
The story of Jones' battle 
with cancer, first diagnosed 
in 2013, was told in Barbara 
Kop pi e 1 s doc umen f cry, 

“Miss Sharon Jones!" re¬ 
leased earlier this year. 
Though she triumphantly 
returned to the stage in 
2015 after the cancer went 
into remission, Jones late 
Iasi year announced its re¬ 
turn. Still Jones mounted 
another comeback with 
the defiant single Tm Still 


Here” and hit the road 
again this summer with the 
Dap-Kings even while un¬ 
dergoing chemotherapy, 
"You got to be brave/' a 
debilitated Jones laid the 
Associated Press in July , 
rn between tour stops. “I 
want to use the time that 
I have, I don’t want to 
spend it all laid up, wish¬ 
ing I had done that gig." 
Jones’ death was im¬ 


mediately noted on so¬ 
cial media and through¬ 
out the music industry. 
The British producer Mark 
Ronson, who brought the 
Dap-Kings in to play back¬ 
ing bond to Amy Wine- 
house on her breakthrough 
album, “Back to Black/' 
said, “Sharon Jones had 
one of the most magnifi¬ 
cent, gut-wrenching voices 
of anyone in recent time.” 


The youngest of six chil¬ 
dren, Sharon Lafaye Jones 
was born on May 4, 1956, 
in Augusta, Georgia. Her 
family lived in nearby 
North Augusta, South Car¬ 
olina, across the Savan¬ 
nah River from the birth¬ 
place of James Brown, 
But for decodes, such a 
fate was unimaginable. 
On "I'm Still Here,” she sings 
of being turned down by 
music executives for be¬ 
ing “loo short, too fat, 
too black and too old," 
After growing up in Brook¬ 
lyn (her mother moved to 
escape an abusive hus- 
ba nd), j ones regu la rly 
sang gospel af her church, 
performed for years in a 
wedding band and sang 
back-up for various ses¬ 
sion bands. To make ends 
meet, she worked as a cor¬ 
rections officer at the Rik- 
ers Island jail complex and 
was a bank security guard. 
But in one recording ses¬ 
sion, she caught fhe atten¬ 
tion of Gabriel Roth and 


Philip Lehman, The two, 
blown away by Jones' fi¬ 
ery voice, made her the 
lead singer of their newly 
formed Dap-Kings and 
launched the Bushwtck, 
Brooklyn-based label. 
Da plane Records, around 
her unlikely star power. 
They debuted with 2002’s 
"Dap-Dippin’ With Sha¬ 
ron Jones and The Dap- 
King s," released when 
Jones was 46. Three 
more albums followed 
in fhe ensuing decade, 
and two compilations. 
Standouts included a soul¬ 
ful rendilion of Woody 
Guthrie's “This Land Is Your 
Land” and the single “100 
Days, tOO Nights,” in which 
she belts: ”100 days, 100 
nights to know a man’s 
heart/ And a little more, 
before, he knows his own,” 
The sound, backed by 
walls of horns and tightly 
guided by bandleader 
Rath, was propelled by 
Jones' grit and ferocity. Q
